Washington, October 2.—The Ger- 
man grip on northern France and Bel- 
gium has been definitely broken. Even 
the most cautious military observers 
in Washington agreed tonight that the 
Hindenburg line was disintegrating and 
army officers centered their whole at- 


» tention to the efforts of the German 


ate weir armies with- 


Outflankea in Belgium and in the 
Champagne the great German zone of 
defensive works known as the Hinden- 
burg: line already was becoming unten- 
able when Field Marshal Haig’s men 
smashed through it today just north 
of St. Quentin. The immediate invest- 
ment of the city by French troops and 
the swift widening of the breach north- 
ward, céupled with the continued rapid 
progress of French, Belgian and Brit- 
ish forces in Belgium, it is thought 
here, may possibly upset the whole 
German scheme of retirement which al- 


sready has begun on the Rheims front. 


British penetration of the line, it was 
said, may furnish Marshal Foch with 
& means to embarrass the German re- 
treat, always with the possibility of 
precipitating a veritable rout. 

Situation of Germans Grave. 

Ringed by a wall of victorious ene- 
mies over the whole front from. the 
North sea to Verdun, the situation of 
the Germans is undoubtedly grave. The 
drive in Belgium is menacing vital 
Yommunication on one. side, while 
American and French troops in the 
Champagne are surging forward to- 
ward equally vital supply lines on the 
other. The battle line is assuming the 
shape of a vast trap thrusting its jaws 
out to engulf the German armies. 

The German leaders have seen their 
danger. Official reports to the state 
department today indicated that evac- 
uation of the submarine bases on the 
Belgium coast was imminent. There 
also is contlusive evidence that the 
evacuation of the lines before Rheims 
is well under way. 

The question uppermost in the minds 
of army officers here is whether the 
German high command has acted in 
time. 

Announcement from Paris that 2,000 
prisoners were taken by the French 
‘yesterday in operations between the 
Vesle an the Aisne rivers is signifi- 
cant of the difficulty of getting troops 
back safely out of an abandoned fight- 
ing line. There has been no hint of a 
French attack on a large scale on this 
front and the Berlin statements have

The gathering of the democratic 
clans will take place in Macon today. 

The Central City will be the Mecca 
for the politicians, and the Georgia 
democratic state convention, it is ex- 
pected, will be called to order today 
with a record attendance. 

While in a large number of instances 
the votes that will be received in the 
convention by various candidates were 
unalterably fixed by the ballots of the 
people on September 11, and although 
the most bitterly fought contests were 
thus settled at the polls last month, 
yet there are Tumors to the effect 
that spirited contests will develop on 
the floor of the convention, and that 
interesting things will happen before 
the delegates are ready to embark for 
home again. 

To Ratify Primary. 


The contest between Harris, Hard- 
wick, Howard, Cooper and Shaw for 
the junior United States senatorship, 
which proved to be one of the most ex- 
citing and bitterly fought contests in 
the history of Georgia, will be formal- 
ly settled by the casting of the con- 
vention vote for the successful candi- 
date under the county unit plan, which 
will. give Harris 282 of the 380 votes 
in the convention. 

The nomination of Governor Hugh 
M. Dorsey, who was unopposed to suc- 
ceed himself, will be a formality, and 
he will receive the entire electoral vote 
of the state. 

This will be true in a number of in- 
Stances among the statehouse officers, 
where they were elected or re- elected 
without opposition. 

In the case of some of the congres- 
sional races, however, it is believed 
that interesting developments may 
come. The case of Tom Watson, vs. 

arl Vinson, of the tenth congression- 
al district, which has been the sub- 
ject of sensational developments since 
the primary, céaters much interest. 

For secretary of state, Guyton 
McLendon polled a good majority over 
his opponent, H. B. Strange, and will 
receive a county unit vote in the con- 
vention of 290. Clifford Walker, for 
attorney general, will have 320 coaven- 
tion votes to 60 for Joe Hill Hall. W. 
J. Speer, state treasurer, was unop- 
posed, and will have 380 convention 
votes, as will W. A. Wright, comp- 
J. J. Brown, state com- 
missioner of agriculture, will get an 
unanimous vote, and so will H. M. 
Stanley, commissioner of labor. J. W. 
Lindsey, commifgsioner of pensions, and 
M. L. Brittain, state superintendent of 
schools, will also receive the entire 380 
votes of the delegates. 

Prison Commissioner. 

Judge Patterson, prison commission- 
er, who was re-elected over Alex 
Keese, will get 324 convention votes, 
and John T. Boifeuillet, railroad com- 


missioner, will get the entire 380 votes 


for both the short and long terms as 
railroad commissioner. 

J. D. Price, the winner in the con- 
test for railroad commissioner, to suc- 
ceed Judge George Hillyer, vill receive 
267 convention votes against 113 votes 
for his opponents, Volney Williams and 
Trox Bankston, combined. 

Judges Spencer R. Atkinson, Price 
Gilbert and W. F. George, of the su- 
preme court, who were Unopposed, will 
get the whole convention vote of 380,

Washington, October 2:—General 
Pershing’s communique today says that 
a partial count of the material captur- 
ed during the past week by the Ameri- 
can troops, advancing between the 
Meuse and the Argonne rivers, shows 
120 guns of all caliber, 750 trench mor- 
tars, 300 machine guns, 100 heavy tank 
guns, thousands of artillery shells and 
hundreds of thousands of rounds of 
small arm ammunition. Only heavy ar- 
tillery and machine gunfire was re- 
ported on the front.

Shoes Grouped 
In Th¥ee Classes 
And Prices F; ixed 


Minimum and Maximum at 
Retail — Prices Will Run 
From $3 to $12—Standard 
Quality and Styles. 


Washington, October 2.—The Ameri- 
can people.soon will be able to pur- 
chase shoes at fixed minimum and 
maximum retail prices lower than those 
now prevailing and obtain at the same 
time shoes of better .quality. This an- 
nouncement was made today by the 
War industries board based on an 
agreement it has entered into with the 
shoe industry. 

,Under the agreement shoes will be 
standardized as to quality and styles 
at prices ranging from $3 to $12 for 
men and women groups as follows: 

Class A, from $9 to $12; class B, $6 
to $8.50, and class C, $3 to "35.50. Pro- 
portionate prices for youths’ and chil- 
dren’s shoes have been fixed in each 
of the three- classes. 

The war industries board will check 
up on the quality of the shoe sold at 
each price by means of a class num- 
ber stamped on each shoe. Policing, 
officials explained, will be done by the 
various state councils of defense and 
where the public is in doubt as to 
what. quality it is getting according 
to the price schedule complaint may be 
made and the cost of manufacture 
traced. 

While it is possible to purchase a 
shoe for $3 now, under the new sched- 
ule, the shoe at that price will be of 
higher grade. Officials also said that 
it will be possible to buy better quality 
shoes throughout the three classes at 
les8 money that at present. Shoes now 
retailing for as high as $20, they said, 
will retail for the maximum price of 
$12 and be of at least equal quality. 

Manufacturers, jobbers and retailers 
subscribed to the agreement, and re- 
tailers will be required to sign a pledge 
containing the new price scale and dis- 
play it in their shops. Failure to do 
so will mean the cutting off of sup- 
plies. The manufacturers’ pledge pro- 
vides for standards of quality at the 
quoted prices. 

The cutting of the shoe price under 


the new schedule will begin October 165, 
and first deliveries will be made with- 
in from thirty to sixty days after 
that date. Time is allowed rétailers 
to dispose of present stocks at present 
prices.

DAMASCUS IN HANDS 
OF BRITISH TROOPS;

7,000 TURKS TAKEN 


London, October 2.—Damascus, the 
capital of Syria, was occupied by Gen- 
eral Allenby’s forces on Tuesday morn- 
ing, according to an official statement 
issued today by the British war office. 

More than 7,000 Turks were taken 
prisoner when General Allenby’s forces 
occupied Damascus, the war office an- 
nounced. 

The statement says: 

“Palestine: Troops of an Australian 
mounted division entered Damascus on 
Monday ‘night. At 6 a. m., October 1, 
the city was occupied by the British 
forces and by a portion of the Arab 
army of King Hussein. Over 7,000 
prisoners were‘ taken. 

“After its surrender, with the excep- 
tion of necessary guards, all the allied 
troops were withdrawn from the city 
for the time being. 

“The local authorities remain respon- 
sible for its administration.” 

Damascus‘is the Turkish base _ in 
Syria and Palestine, and its fall prob- 
ably means the end of all Turkish re- 
sistance to General Allenby in Pales- 
tine and Syria. The ancient city is the 
junction point of railroads leading to 
the port of Beirut and Aleppo, 180 


miles northeast. 
Damascus is the capital of the Véla- 


yet of Syria, and has a population of 
about 150,000. It is one of the holy 
cities of the Mohammedans and the 
Arabs regard it as one of the four par- 
adises on earth. The capture of Da- 
mascus marks an advance of 130 miles 
by General Allenby’s forces since Sep- 
tember 20. In that time the British 
have captured more than 60,000 pris- 
oners and driven the enemy from Pal- 
estine.

AMERICANS GAIN 
UN VERDUN FRONT 


Advance in Hotly Contested 


Sector Between the Meuse 
and the Argonne--Argonne 
Forest Being Cleared. 


With the American Army in France, 
October 2.—It was reported late last 
night that the Americans on the front 
between the Meuse and the Argonne had 
again moved forward over one.of the 
most hotly contested sectors of their 
advance, the ground north and west of 
Montfaucon. 

The Argonne forest is being cleared 
of enemy troops by American soldiers 
from New York and Illinois. One of 
the American negro units also has par- 
ticipated in the operation. 

German artillery in the early hours 
today freely sprinkled the areas be- 
hind the American lines with shells 
containing sneezing gas and phosgene. 
Between the Meuse and the Moselle the 
Germans directed quite a concentrated 
artillery fire on the American positions. 
The nervousness of the enemy along 
the line indicates that he expects an 
attack.

Atlanta newspapers will be requested 
to publish‘an “honor roll” of the pa- 
triotic citizens who have subscribed 
for Liberty Bonds during the fourth 
campaign, together with the amounts 
taken, according to the announcement 
from the local headquarters early Wed- 


Pnesday night, following a meeting of] 


officials and team workers, presidéd 
over by Forrest Adair, Atlanta chair- 
man. It was believed that every pa- 


triotic person who backs the United 
States government by purchasing its 
bonds, should be known to the public. 

Following the official order from J. 
H. Moye, acting secretary of the treas- 
ury of the United States, requiring all 
banks and other institutions, who are 
purchasing agents-for Liberty Bonds, 
to furnish to the loan executive com- 
mittees the mames, addresses and 
amounts subscribed, a meeting of the 
workers was held late Wednesday aft- 
ernoon ‘and two special teams were ap- 
pointed to work especially on persons 
who offer excuses when asked to pur- 
chase Liberty Bonds. é 

The committee, it was stated, will 
have full access to the subscriptions 
as soon as the bank receives them. For 
instance, if a person is approached and 
asked to buy bonds, and he states he 
has already bought bonds from the 
bank, immediately the officials of the 
bank will be consulted, and the size of 
the subscription ascertained. 

No Dodging Allowed. 


It was agreed by all: workers that 
there will be no dodging or slacking 


during the campaign, but every patri- 
otic citizens is expected to purchase as 
many bonds as possible. In the other 
Liberty Loan campaigns it was pointed 
out at the meeting some persons who 
were probably able to purchase a large 
amount of bonds, gave in very small 
subscriptions. . oe declared, it was 
stated, they had. subscribed through 
the banks, when they had not, and it 
was impossible to check them, as the 
banks generally kept their subscrip- 
tions strictly confidential. Now cam- 
paign headquarters of the Liberty Loan 
will know just how much each person 
subscribed, it was pointed out. 
3,907 Subscriptions. 

The committee of about 1,000 patriotic 
citizens, who have been canvassing the 
business district of the city for the 
past two days have reported that 3,907 
subscriptions have been secured, which 
totals about $1,377,365. 

With previous subscriptions of $1,- 
765,000, according to Forrest Adair, city 
chairman of the fourth jiberty Loan, 
this brings the total to approximately 
$3,000,000. However, all the team cap- 
tains had not reported their subscrip- 
tions early Wedneaday night, and there- 
fore the subscriptions are not at all 
complete. About $11,000,000 more must 
be secured to bring the Atlanta district 
up to its quota.’

many’s sea bases, will be made untena- 
ble and indeed the entire North sea 
coast now in German hands put in 
jeopardy.

TOWNS AND PRISQNERS 
CAPTURED BY ALLIES. 


Many additional towns have been 
captured by the allies In this sector 
and numerous prisoners have been 
taken. Thé important railroad junc- 
tion point of Roulers is all but in the 
hands of the allies, while southward 
from Roulers the British have cut the 
Roulers-Menin railway at two places 
and are in the process of investing 
Menin. 

The French are now in full possession 
of St. Quentin and have passed on east- 
ward. The entire Hindenburg system 
between St. Quentin and Lecatelet has 
been completely smashed by Field Mar- 
shal Haig’s forces,» with whom the 
Americans are brigaded, and further 
ground has been won in the outskirts 
of Cambrai and north of that city. At 
one point north of St. Quentin the Brit- 
ish were forced to give up a village 
under heavy counter attack by fresh 
German troops. A band of Americans 
who had outdistanced their fellows in 


arms were surrounded on one sector 
by the Germans, but were released aft- 
er two days, during which they killed 
many’ of the enemy who sought to 
capture them. 

Northwest of Rheims the St. Thierry 
massif has been captured and north 
of the cathedral city the environs of 
Betheny have been reached by the 
French. The Germans along this front 
are in retreat to their old 1917 line, 
and the French have reached the Aisne 
canal at several points. 

The French in Champagne and the 
Americans on their right have made 
further gains against the Gérmans in 
the cleaning out of the Argonne for- 
est and pressing northward on both 
sides of this bastion. 

In Palestine the British have occu- 
pied Damascus and taken more than 
7,000 Turks prisoner. 


GERMANS MOVING 
THEIR BIG GUNS 
FROM THE COAST, 


Paris, October 2.—Thé Germans are 
moving their heavy artillery away 
from the Belgian coast, according to 
reports here today. The Belgian army, 
co-operating with the British army of 
General Plumer and the French army 
of General Degoutte, successfully re- 
newed today their heavy attacks on 
the Flanders front. : 
The towns of Menin_ and Roulers, 
railway junctions in Flanders, have 
been set on fire by the Germans in 
face of the advancing Belgians, Brit- 
ish and French troops. French guns 
now control the railway line running 
from Ostend throug Thourout and 
Roulers to Courtrai. * 

British monitors are co-operating ac- 
tively in bombarding the German lines 
on or near the coast. 

Cambrai has been mined, but the 
British forces have fought around the 
town and thus have foiled the plans of 
the enemy. The Germans decided on

Says Frank 


Noted Military Critic Says 
Germans Are on Way Out 
of France and Belgium. 
Final Advance of Allies 
Under Way. 


By Frank H. Simonds. 

New York, October 2.—(Special.)— 
The advance of the Belgians and the 
Second British army continues to be 
the most interesting single circum- 
stance in the battle of France. It is in- 
teresting both in its present importance 
and the light it casts upon the strategy 
of exactly four years ago. Plumer and 
King Albert are how doing what 
French and Foch strove to do in Octo- 
ber, 1914. 

It will be recalled that four years 
ago, when Kluck had made good his 
fround at the Aisne and the front had 
‘stabilized itself from the Oise to the 
Swiss frontier, Sir John French asked 
and obtained permission to take the 
British army to the north. The army 
was moved up to a front from Stomer 
to Bethune and began a turning move- 
ment around Lille designed to drive 
the Germans out of this great city. 

In the course of this operation, Sir 
Douglas Haig reached Ypres and there 
joined up with Sir Henry Rawlinson’s 
Seventh corps. At the close of the 
third week of October French attempt- 
ed to push east out of Ypres down 
the Menin road and seize the crossings 
of the Lys river. While he was en- 
gaged in this operations he encoun- 
tered the first wave sof the Germans 
coming south from Antwerp, which had 
fallen. 


First Battle of Ypres. 

Here was the beginning of the first 
battle of Ypres. In the next few days 
the allied offensive became an almost 
despairing defensive and the British 
expeditionary force firmly stood anda 
died holding the road to Calais, while 
the Belgians and the French to the 
westward held the Yser canal] line. 
From October 21 to November 165 the 
great struggle raged and was won by 
our allies by only the narrowest of 
margins, 

Now that the tide has turned the 
British and Belgians are doing what 
French attempted in 1914 and Haig 
again-in 1917. They are driving for: 
ward behind the German positions on 
the Belgian coast; they are pushing a 


wedge deep into the German front in 
Belgium and the evacuation of Lille 
on the south and of Ostend on the north 
has already begun.

Three Acts in Foch’s Drama. 

So far we have had three acts in 
Foch’s stupendous drama: On July 18 
he broke the German offensive and 
seized the initiative; in August he em- 
ployed this initiative to open the great! 
operation which threw the Germans' 
back to the Hindenburg line. For'the' 
past two weeks we have had a colossal 
struggle to drive the Germans out of 
the Hindenburg line, and this third 
act has’ been for Foch quite as success- 
ful as the two which preceded it. 

We are now to see the pursuit of 
the Germans retiring from the Hinden- 
burg positions. On the character of 
the German retirement depends the ul- 
timate outcome of the campaign of 
1918. ' 

If the. Germans retreat as they did 
from the Marne in July and from the 
old Somme front in August, the cam- 
paign will end by the time they reach 
the next defense system behind the 
Scheldt and the Meuse, and the libera- 
tion of most of Belgium will have to 
be postponed until next year. But if 
German morale breaks down, if there 
is a crumbling of the resistance at any 
vital sector, then we may see a su- 
preme disaster, the rout of the Ger- 
man army and a military decision haa 
this year. Of, this last event there 
seems to me only the remotest chance. 
It is certain now that the Germans 
must go to the frontier, but it is proba- 
ble that they will be able to rally 
there, and bad weather will interrupt 
operations for the year. 


Allled March to Berlin. 

But even if the liberation of north- 
ern France be the maximum profit of 
this campaign it will endure as one of 
the most wonderful in human history. 
The German offensive has been broken, 
Germany’s conquered provinces and 
cities are .slipping rapidly from her 
grasp. Allied troops in Belgium, in 
French Flanders, in Artois, in Cham- 
pagné and in Lorraine are advancing 
into country which has been German 
for forty-seven long months, and all 
chance of a German return to the of- 
fensive is gone. The march to Berlin 
has begun. ’ Cambrai, St. Quentin and 
Lille are only the starting places, but 
after four years no one can fail to see 
that the grand march has started. If 
the road is long—the rate of our ad- 
vance is increasing. One of the dark- 
est nights in all human history is com- 
ing to a close. Victory is no longer 
even a matter of debate. From the 
North sea to the banks of the Moselle 
the final advance is going forward. '

London, October 2.—The Germans are 
in retreat over a wide front north and 
south of La Bassee canal, with the Brit- 
ish close following them, according to 
Field Marshal Haig’s report from head- 
quarters tonight. 
The Germans have lost further 
ground to the British in the outskirts 
of Cambrai and northwest of that city, 
but northeast of St. Quentin the Brit- 
ish under a violent counter attack have 
ee forced from the village of Seque- 

art. 
The communication follows: 
“This morning the enemy attacked 
strongly northeast of St. Quentin with 
fresh troops from his reserves and suc- 
ceeded in pressing back our troops 
from the village of Sequehart, when 
his progress stopped. 

‘Local fighting has taken place to- 


|day north of Grevecourt (south of Cam- 


brai) and west of Cambral, but with- 
out material change in the situation. 
As a result of their operations, yester- 
day and last night in the neighborhood 
of Cambrai, Canadian troops now hola 
the suburb of Neuville, St. Remy and 
the high ground west of Ramillies. 

“Early this morning the enemy come 
menced to withdraw on a‘ wide front 
south and north of La Bassee canal. 
Our troops are following ~ 4 the with- 
drawal closely and have taken prison- 
ers.” 

The British day statement reads: 

“After maintaining strong pressure 
on the enemy throughout the early part 
of the day in the afternoon the 324d di- 
vision attacked the center of the Ger- 
man defensive line which runs from 
Fonsommes to the neighborhood of 
Beaurevoir. The attack was successful, 
The village of Sequehart and the ham- 
let of Preselles were captured and the 
Fonsommes-Beaurevolr line’breached. 

“North of this point Joncourt was 
cleared of the enemy and the Austra- 
lians completed the capture of the ene-~ 
my’s defenses south of Lecelet and 
Gouy. 

“In the sector south of Cambrai a 
fierce struggle all day was terminated 
by a suocessful attack at dusk as a 
result of which New Zealand and An- 
glo-Scottish troops drove the enemy 
from Crevecoeur and Rumely and es- 
tablished themselves on the high 
ground ground east and north of those 
villages. 

“Several hundred prisoners were 
taken by us in these operations.” 


° More Gains In Flanders. 


London, October 2.—French and Bel- 
gian troops have made fresh progress 
in the direction of Hooglede and Roul- 
ers, and the British have seized Ledeg- 
hem, on the Roulers-Menin railway, ac- 
cording to the Belgian official state- 
ment. A British detachment, the state- 
ment says, has crossed the Lys between 
Wervicgq and Comines.

Judge Bell sustained the decision‘: 
made by the railroad commission, which 
declared that the commission had no 
power to change the street car rates be- 
cause of the fact that these rates were 
fixed by a contract existing between the 
city of Atlanta and the street car com- 
pany, being based upon the franchise 
granted to the company by the city, 
giving the street railway company the 
privilege of occupying the streets. 

The power company, however, sought 
by mandamus proceedings to force the 
railroad commission to assume the ju- 
risdiction and to authorize a change of 
the rates from five cents to six cents 
per trip per passenger, and it has been 
announced that the power company will 
appeal from the decision of Judge Bell, 
taking the case to the supreme court of 
the United States for a final decision. 
This, it is expected, will require several 
montha. 

Fares to Remain Same. 


In the meantime, however, the fares} 
will remain as at present, five cents 
per trip and a transfer being given to 
each passenger on the city cars, when 
asked for. : 

The hearing before Judge Bell was 
held -about two weeks ago, when at- 
torneys for the power company and the 
city made strenuous fights, and the case 
has attracted a great deal of interest. 
The power company olaimed that a 
raise in the rates of passenger fares 
Was necessary in order to enable the 
company to bear the additional expense 
of operating their lines, citing the in- 
creased cost of material, scarvity and 
increased cost of labor, and many other 
things that have added expense to the 
administration of the power company’s 
lines. The company claimed to be oper- 
ating at aloss. The city, on the other 
hand, contended that the power com- 
pany should not have the increase ask- 


pointed to look into the subject, assert- 
ed that much of the stock of the power 
company was “watered,” which ac- 
counted for the fact that it was unable 
to pay dividends, and which made it ap- 
pear that the company was running at 
a loss. 

The mandamus proceedings disposed 
of by Judg Bell were based purely 


upon technica] grounds, and involved 
points of law exclusively. 


Brief Decision. 


The decision delivered by Judge Bell 
was very brief, and covered only the 
points of law. It was as follows: 

“This-case coming on to’‘be heard 
upon the issues made by the pleadings, 
and after hearing the same. it is con- 
sidered, ordered and adjudged by the 
court that the mandamus prayed for be, 


and the same hereby is, denied.” 

The plea by the power company for 
a general raise in.street car fares and 
electric and gas rates was submitted 


time last spring. The commission, after 
a lengthy hearing, ordered a 33 1-3 per 
cent increase in electric and gas rates, 
but declined to pass on the matter of 
ear fares. 

Both sides then instituted litigation 
the power company to force the rail- 
road commission by mandamus to take 
jurisdiction over car fares, and the city, 
through an injunction suit, to prevent 
the proposed electric and gas increases. 
The latter case was decided only last 
week by Judge Z. A. Littlejohn, of 
Americus, who decided against the city 
by denying the injunction suit. The 
increased rates now are in effect, as a 
result. 

Judge Littlejohn had been agreed on 
by both sides to try the injunction suit 
after the Atlanta judges had been dis- 
qualified because of being users of elec- 
tricity and gas furnished by the power | j; 
company.

MILITARY DESPOTS 
OSING THEIR HOLD 


‘Reports Reaching Wash- 
ington Indicate Ruling 
Cliques in Germany and 
Austria Are Weakening. 
Popular Rule Nearer. 


Washington, October 2.—Signs are 
multiplying in reports reaching the 
state department from various agen- 
cies in neutral European countries of 
the rapid weakening of the despotic 
control, which the military elements in 
: Germany and Austria have imposed 
upon the civilian population. So exten- 
sive and consequential are the events 
quickly following one another, in Ber- 
lin and Vienna, that American officials 
are becoming convinced that the im- 
perial rulers have been forced, how- 
ever reluctantly, to the conviction that 
if they are to preserve their dynas- 
ties from destruction they must yield 
to the growing demands of the civilian 
elements for the right of participating 
in the government during this crisis. 

The military parties have retained 
their control only because of their as- 
serted ability to secure a military de- 
cision that would confirm German su- 
premacy over continental Europe, and 
the British Isles as well. Now that 
the German armies are being defeated 
and driven back into Germany, and the 
nation is confronted with the painful 
certainty and a retributive justice for 
the wrongs inflicted upon the French 
and Belgians, the influence of the pan- 
Germans and military parties is wan- 
ing, and it is believed that the two 
emperors have decided that if they 
are to retain the support of the people, 
they must turn to the civilian parties 
that have been demanding a voice in 
affairs. 

No Peace Talk With Rulers. 

It was pointed out today that Presi- 
dent, Wilson has repeatedly declared 
that with the military rulers of the 
central powers convicted of broken 
faith and deceit there can be no dis- 
cussion of the peace with which the 
Germanic people apparently are clam- 
oring. Hence the belated attempts of 
the emperors to erect a structure of 
real democratic government through 
the creation of cabinets responsible to 
the parliaments in the hope that with 
these the entente statesmen will be 
willing to confer about peace. 

Indications of such a purpose are 
discerned by American officials in vari- 
ous utterances and acts of the German 
and Austrian leaders. In his accept- 
ance of the resignation of Premier von 
Hertling, Emperor William appealed to 
the strong men of Germany to come 
to his aiqd and share the burdens of 
the government, a direct bid for the 
support of th® socialists and centrists 
in return for participation in the cabi- 
net. 

Then there are the statements in 
leading German newspapers, signifi-« 
cant because they have passed. the 
scrutiny of the German censors, that 
the creation of a responsible cabinet is 
under consideration. Next is the re- 


government as at present constituted. 

As a half-way measure , and in a 
, desperate effort. to have the imperial 
prerogative, Emperor William has al- 
ready tried the. expedient of himselt 
selecting leaders of the opposition par- 
ties for minor places in the cabinet and 
promising to forward the enactment 
of popular measures. But the social- 
ists have generally declined to accept 
anything short of absolute control 
, through the reichstag of the cabinet 
| without reference to the wishes of the 
emperor. 

Such a change in Germany doubtless 
would be followed, if not indeed pre- 
ceded by a similar revolution in Aus- 
trian parliamentary government, and it 
is fully expected that as soon as rea) 


| representative government is a fact in 
|}the central empires there will be an 
irresistible movement toward peace, 
even on the terms laid down by Presi- 
dent Wilson. 


Austria Ruler Calls Leaders. 


In this connection, the news today 
that the Austrian emperor had sum- 
moned to Vienna the three biggest men 
of Hungary, Counts Tisza, Andrassy 
and Aponyl, was received here with un- 
disguised interest. This action was re- 
| garded as very significant, although of- 
| ficials were not certaim whether it had 
'to do with the Bulgarian withdrawal 
| from the war with its direct threat to 
| the dual monarchy or with internal re- 
| forms or was a definite move for a sep- 
arate peace. 

Counts Tisza, Andrassy and Aponyi 
each of ,whom has been premier of 
Austria-Hungary, are members of three 
different parties. Count Tisza ig. con- 
sidered the most uncompromising pro- 
German leader in the empire. Andrass 
has been for peace since the outbrea 
of the war and has vigorously opposed 
the government, especially after the 
Signing of the recent treaty between 
Germany and Austria under which Aus- 
tria was made a vassal state. Aponyl 
has been leader of one of the strong 


| Hungarian parties demanding suprema- 


cy of Hungary in the empire. 

It was suggested here today that 
Emperor Charles may be trying to 
form a coalition cabinet ‘to pacify as 
far as possible the troublesome nations 
of the empire. It was regarded as en- 
tirely possible that the spirit of defec- 
tion has reached a stage not know 
outside of the empire which requires 
drastic action or promises of great 
reforms. 

Those officials who see a possibility 
of a separate plea for peace on the part 
of Austria suggested that Count Tisza 
had been summoned to meet his com- 
patriots at Vienna where the exact sit- 
uation would be laid before him in al] 
its hopelessness in an effort to convert 
him to a peace move without consulting 
Germany’s wishes. 


GERMANY BEGINS 
TO TALK “REFORM.” 


Amsterdam, October 2.—Plans are

Washington, October 2.—This year’s 
cotton crop was estimated at 11,818,000 
equivalent 500 pound bales by the de- 
partment of agriculture today, basing 
its estimate on the condition of the 
crop on September 25, which was 54.4 
per cent of a normal, and which fore- 
casts a yield of 154.1 pounds to the 
acre, . 

Today’s estimate put the 1918 crop 
more an half a million bales above 
the total yield last year. A decrease, 
however, was shown in the condition | 
of the crop on September 25 as com- 
pared with the corresponding date of 
the previous month. The condition was 
54.4. The August 25th estimate was 
55.7. The indicated acre yield was 154.1 
as compared with 159.7, the final figure 
last year. 

Despite the condition and yield esti- 
mates, the department indicated a crop 
681,000 bales larger than it counted on 
& month ago. 


Washington, October 2. — Cotton 
ginned prior to September 25 amount- 
ed to 3,719,915 bales, counting round 
as half bales, and including 87,700 
round bales and 2,814 bales of sea 
island cotton, the census bureau today 
announced. 

This year’s cotton crop, which ve 
an early promise of record productfon, 
was disastrously affected by drought 
during July and August.

A still 
heavier loss from weather conditions 
during July, amounting to 2,482,000 
bales, -The early estimate of produc- 
tion was reduced to 11,137,000 bales at 
the end of August. 

Today’s estimate, based on conditions 
existing September 22, compared with 
11,302,375 bales produced ‘ last year, 
11949,930 two years ago, 11,191,820 
three years ago and 16,134,930 four 
years ago. 

The condition of the crop on August 
25 was 55.7 yer cent of normal, the 
lowest on record for that date. Last 
year, September 25, it was 60.4 per 
cent of normal, two years ago it was 
56.3 and the average on September 25 
for the last ten years 65 per cent.

VICTORY DEFERRED 


To the country generally the defeat of 
the Susan B. Anthony amendment was a 


- source of disappointment. 


Especially is this true in view of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s personal appeal in behalf of 
the measure, in which he emphatically de- 
clared its enactment to be in the nature of 
a necessity for the most vigorous prosecu 
tion of the country’s war program. 

Already in twenty-three of the states, 
including the territory of Alaska, women 
enjoy the elective franchise; the house of 
representatives, by an overwhelming vote, 
has approved the proposed constitutional 
amendment that would make the principle 
nation-wide, and the president of the United 
States has urgently sought to prevail upon 
the senate not to longer stand in the way 
of its submission to the various state legis- 
latures. 

President Wilson based his appeal upon 
the broad grounds of simple justice to that 
part of our population which, while being 
required to bear its portion of the burdens 
of the government, is denied the right of 
representation or of a voice in the adminis- 
tration of it. He based it upon the prin- 
ciples of democracy; of fairness to the 
women of the nation in return for their un- 
paralleled devotion, self-sacrifice and serv- 
ice in this time of national peril; and, above 
all, upon the grounds of war-winning ne- 
cessity. | 

This war, said the president, in address- 
ing the senate last Monday— 

“could not have been fought, either by 
the other nations engaged or by Amer- 
ica, if it had not been for the services 
of the women—+services rendered in every 
sphere—not merely in the fields of ef- 
forts in which we have been accustomed 
to see them work, but wherever men 
have worked and upon the very skirts 
and edges of the battle itself. . The 
tasks of the women lie at the very heart 
of the war, and I know how much 
stronger that heart will beat if you do 
this just thing and show our women that 


you trust them as much as you in fact 
and necessity depend upon them.’’ 


Which is so patently true to every Amer- 
ican citizen that supporting argument would 
be superficial. But thirty-one senators—or 
only two more than one-third of the total 
number—either failed to see or else wil- 
fully disregarded its truth. 

“I tell you plainly,” continued the pres- 


- {dent— * 


“as the commander-in-chief of our ar- 
mies and of the gallant men in our fleets, 
as the present spokesman of this people 
in our dealings with the men and women 
throughout the world who are now our 
partners, as the responsible head of a 
great government, which stands, and is 
questioned day by day as to its pur- 
pose, its principles, its hopes, whether 
they be serviceable to men everywhere 
or only to itself, and who must himself 
answer these questionings or be shamed, 
as the guide and director of forces 
caught in the grip of war and by the 
same token in need of every masterial 
and spiritual resource this great nation 
possesses—lI tell you plainly—that this 
measure, which I urge upon you, is vital 
to the winning of the war and to the 
energies alike of preparation and of 
battle.” ; 

And yet a minority of one of the two 


houses of congress, and in the very midst of 


a war for human rights and world-wide de- 


mocracy, is unwilling even to permit the 
states to vote upon the question of making 
the principle of human equality recognized 
by this republic as a whole!

been in the past against the right of woman 
to the ballot, and whatever doubt there may 
have been.in the past as to her qualification 
for the ballot and her ability to properly 
and intelligently employ it, have all been 
totally swept away by experience in the 
“suffrage s.ates,” together with her splendid 
performances during the current war; and

now opposition to the enfranchisement of 


woman is limited to reasons that are 
largely the products of bigotry, reactionary- 
ism or archaic prejudice. 

But the present senate can only postpone 
nation-wide woman suffrage; it cannot pre- 
vent it. For it involves a principle without 
which no democracy—in the fullest sense 
of tha term—can exist. 

Ours is soon to be, and must be, such a 
democracy ; and woman is going to bé ac- 
corded her full rights of citizenship under 
our constitution as certainly as democracy 
itself is to endure. 

It is as Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, prési- 
dent of the National Woman Suffrage asso- 
ciation, put it: “There is no power on 
earth that can defeat woman suffrage in 
this country!”

And it was not long ago that the kalser 
himself suggested to his American dentist, 
Dr. Davis, that America “send its negroes 
over here and let my soldiers shoot them 
down!” 

Well, we’ve sent some of our negroes 
over—yes, there are many thousands more 
available to go if they are needed!—but 
“my soldiers” seem to be making doubtful 
headway in shooting them down! The chief 
difficulty from their standpoint, it would 
seem from all reports of the negroes’ con- 
duct on the firing line, is that Hun soldiers 
cannot shoot with accuracy while running 
and with their backs to the mark! 

There is something about the business 
of “fighting the Dutches” that seems to ap- 
peal favorably to the colored man’s sense 
of humor. From all accounts the negro sol- 
diers seem really to enjoy mixing it with 
the Huns—the Huns who were going to 
“shoot them down;” and, fully imbued with 
the purpose of their mission to France, the 
history of the great war to date bears out 
the declaration of the wounded man at Fort 
McPherson that “when the nigger gits 
started after the Dutches there ain’t no 
stoppin’ of ’im!”’

Invariably the negro soldier’s answer ifn 
effect has been the same: 

“That’s what we come over here for!”

At a meeting, of the county commissioners 
Wednesday the members voted to attend the 
convention of the Georgia County Commis- 
sioners’ association, which is to be held in 
August on October 23 and 24. The commis- 
sioners are especially interésted in th?s con- 
vention on account of the fact that Commis- 
sioner Oscar Malls is expected to be elected 
to the presidency of the state body. At pres- 
ent he holds the position of vice president.

ATLANTA IS PROMISED 
FAIR WEATHER TODAY 


The weather will be fair in Atlanta and 
vicinity today, according te the report from 
the United States weather bureau. Georgia: 
Fair Thursday and Friday, is the report from 
the Washington office. 

The weather in the east is now dominated 
by an area of high atmospheric pressure 
central on the extreme north Atlantic coast, 
with the pressure above 30.4 inches. It is 
causing cooler northeast winds and cloudy 
weather along the immediate coast line from 
Florida to Maine.

Perhaps the most amazing single incident~ 


of recent days has been the Belgian success 


about the old Ypres salient. In a single day, | 
with insignificant losses, the Belgians have ; 


retaken all the ground which the British 


spent five months and a half million casual- * 


ties in taking one year ago. This can only 
mean one thing, ‘‘that the’German army, as 
a whole, is breaking down.” 

Foch’s tactics are now clearly revealed. 
The period of maneuver is over. The mo- 
ment in the battle hag arrived when & 
decision,is to be sought, and from the Yser 
to the Meuse Foch is throwing in his last 
reserves. The pace cannot be long maintain- 
ed. The “event,” to use the Napoleonic term, 
is in sight. vied 

Not One Offensive, But Many. 

It is not longer one offensive, but half a 
dozen, all co-ordinated. In Belgium King Al- 
“bert and General Plumer are winning the 
battle of Ypres; in French Flanders and 
Artois, Horne, Byng and Rawlinson are re-~- 
fighting victoriously the battle of Cambrai; 
above the Aisne Mangin is winning the bat- 
tle Nivelle lost in 1917. In Champagne Gou- 
raud is winning the contest only partially 
won by Petain in 1915. Finally, the famous 
fields about Verdun are behind Pershing and 
he is advancing over ground on which has 
been no allied soldier since August, 1914. In 
sum, all the old offensives are being re- 
fought ‘simultaneously. All the old hopes 
long postponed are being realized. We are 
going forward from the sea to the Meuse, 
slowly in places, with phenomenal rapidity 
at others, but everywhere advancing. 

And in this situation it is no longer pos- 
sible to watch or weigh any single phase. 
Perhaps Foch himself does not yet know 
where the decisive break will come. But it 
seems certain that one of the many blows 
will achieve the first obective, to compel a 
general German retreat out of France, away 
from the Hindenburg line. And the second 
objective is to crush the retiring armies, to 
turn the withdrawal into a rout, to break 
the military power of Germany, to do it this 
vear, and in the present battle. This is the 
single purpose. ' ty 

We are seeing today a battle of France, 
a battle in extent of front, in numbers en- 
gaged, in material employed, and unhappily 
in casualties, uncxampled in human history. 
Foch is now making his supreme bid fora 
decision and it essential that we should 
see it whole, so it as a single battle, like 
Waterloo or Gettysburg, not a series of bDat- 
tles, not a number of unrelated engagements,

In this sense Foch has won his 
But after Leipsic Napoleon took his beaten 
army behind the ,Rhine, fought on, almost 
escaped ultimate defeat. Can Ludendorff do 
the samé, is the present problem. We shall 
have an answer now in a time relatively 
brief. We are on the threshold of one of the 
greatest military events in all human his- 
tory. 

Turning to the Balkans, we have an ap- 
praisal of allied prospects. Bulgaria took the 
German side, confident of German victory, 
three years ago. The battle news in Sofia 
has changed all. Bulgaria will not wait an- 
other hour. She surrenders unconditionally. 
Why? Because there is no longer any doubt 
in Sofia as to what is to happen. Is there any 
reason to question that events in Bucharest 
and in Constantinople will now move with 
equal rapidity? 

What is happening now is like the break- 
up of the ice in a river when spring comes. 
This is the real parallel to the military sit- 
uation in France. The German lines are 
breaking like the river ice, rapidly in some 
places, slowly in others, but everywhere 
breaking. Cambrai, Roulers, St. Quentin, 
Laon, Vouziers—these were the objectives of 
campaigns lasting months, of separate cam- 
paigns which were the main efforts of a 
whole year, and now we are at the gates of 
all of them at one time. 

At the moment the Belgian and American 
operations of opposite ends of the line are 
most interesting, because each is cutting 
away one of the anchorages of the whole 
German front. A little further advance in 
Belgium or in Lorraine and Ludendorff no 
longer can stick to it. In fact, it is hard to 
see how he can stick it out much longer, 
anyway. Both of his flanks are turned north 
of Ypres and Verdun. Mangin is breaking 
his center toward Laon, Haig is dealing the 
heaviest blow of all toward Cambrai. 

Like Lee at Petersburg. 

It seems to me the situation of the Ger- 
man line in France is already comparable to 
that of the confederate army about Peters- 
burg after Five Forks. It is held by troops 
already plainly shaken, as the enormous 
total of captures day by day indicates. The 
German ig still fighting desperately, but 
when one thinks of the months it took last 
year for Haig to advance from Ypres to 
Passchendaele, the achtevement of the Bel- 
gians on Saturday is explicable only in terms 
of declining German morale. 

It is time to begin to study the line of 
the Scheldt and the Meuse. The Hindenburg 
line is about played out. But can Ludendorff 
reach the new line? This is becoming the 
military problem in the last weeks of the 
campaign of 1918. 


BIULGARIA’S 
SURRENDER. 

A discussion of the political consequences 
of Bulgaria’s amazing surrender may well 
be adjourned until certain military problems 
of immediate significance are solved. On the 
political side Mitteleuropa is doomed, but on 
the military side certain results have now to 
be sought instantly. These results achieved, 
more political developments must follow. 

On the military side the first obective 
must be the physical separation of Turkey 
and the other central power§$. This can be 
substantially realized only when allied troops 
have restored the Danube front between the 
Rumanian frontier and the Bosnian boundary. 
Communication between Berlin and Constan- 
tinople must be interrupted by cutting the 
Belgrade-Sofia link of the Berlin-Vienna- 
Constantinople railway and commanding the 
Danube river to the iron gates. 

Bulgaria has surrendered and agreed to 
turn over her,railways to the allies, but Ger- 
man and Austrian troops still control the 
vital links in the line from Germany and 
Austria to Turkey. D’Esperty and his —— 
must, therefore, push northward from Uskhb 
at once and besiege Nish. When they have

taken this town they will have cut the rail- 
way line vital to Teutonic-Turkish communi- 
cations. This is the firat step. 

Advance to Belgrade. 

The second must be an advance from Nish 
down the Morava valley to Belgrade. When 
this has taken place the Danube route will 
be commanded, and the allies will in addi- 
tion open direct communications with Ru- 
mania. And just as soon as the allies are in 
touch with Rumania we may rest assured_ 
this nation, resentful of its treatment at Ger- 
man hands, mulcted and mutilated, will re- 
enter the war on our side. 

Thus will be restored the southern front. 
Austria-Hungary will be threatened with in- 
vasion both from Serbia and from Rumania. 
An instant demand will be made upon Ger- 
man and Austrian reserves to meet the new 
danger, and these reserves can only be ob- 
tained by weakening the western and 
Italian fronts. 

In this way, and with very short delay, 
the Balkan campaign will begin to have di- 
rect and enormous influence upon the west- 
ern cémpaign. The Germans will be com- 
pelled to retire to shorten their line and gain 
reserves for use in the new field. We may 
then reckon the Balkan front as no longer a 
“side show,’ but become a detail in the main 
performance. To save Austria-Hungary from 
invasion, which spells ruin, Germany must 
Bet out of France and western Belgium. 

But there is a second aspect to the Bal- 
kan military problem. The surrender of 
Bulgaria opens a landward route to Constan- 
tinople. Once he has restored the Danube 
front, freed Turkey and opened communica- 
tions with Rumania, D’Esperty can send 
troops eastward along the Saloniki-Constan- 
tinople railway and attack Turkish defenses 
at the Dardanelles from the shore. 

Would Isolate Gallipoli. 

Such an attack would instantly isolate 
Gallipoli. It was the line of attack advised 
by the Greek general staff in 1915. We may 
then see in the winter months when opera- 
tions to the north are impossible a new joint 


, army and naval attack upon the Dardanelles 


and a successful reduction of the door to the 
Turkish capital. What is more probable is 
that the mere threat of this attack, once 
Turkey has been completely isolated, will 
bring that Turkish surrender already re- 
garded as probable. 

In sum, on the military side the next op- 
€rations must be directed toward breaking 
the German control of the communications 
between the central powers and Turkey, the 
establishment of conimunications between 
Rumania and her old allies, and thereafter 
upon Austria and Turkey de- 
signed.to compel both to consent to separate 
peace. We may expect Turkey to surrender, 
once she is isolated. We may expect Rumania 
to re-enter, once she is sure of solid support 
from the western nations. 3 

Finally, there remains the question of 
Austria. Unless she is instantly guaranteed 
against invasion from the south by German 
aid, a collapse at Vienna is inevitable. But 
such a guarantee can only be given by Ger- 
many if German armies are withdrawn be- 
hind the Meuse from Liege to Verdun. The 
liberation of northern France and of Bel- 
gium must, therefore, follow automatically 
upon the logical exploitation of the recent 
Balkan victories and the cons@quent Bul- 
garian stirrender. There !s now only one 
front. Unity of command has achieved unity 
of action everywhere from the Holy Land to 
the North sea. 

First Crisis in Balkans, 

In the Balkans the first crisis to be ex- 
pected must come when the Germans have 
made their decision as to where théy will 
defend the Constantinople-Vienna railway. 
They must defend it between Nish and 
Uskub, and they must rally troops to do this 
within a few days. If they fail they will 
lose contact with Turkey, surrender milli- 
tary mastery of Bulgaria and;be compelled 
to retire to the Danube. ; 

If the Germans are successful in massing 
troops before Nish they will have to abandon 
their western lines without delay, since their 
reserves will be withdrawn for the Balkans, 
and we shall see a great and}: immediate 
transformation of the whole situation in the 
west.

After using 
I don’t know how many packages of this 
flake white the lady developed lead polson- 
ing, and though still alive she felt worse 
than she would though dead. “Flake white” 
is lead carbonate, the ordinary white lead 
of painters. ‘This is sometimes called other 
names, such as body white, silver white, 
French white, Dutch white, London white. 
Roman white and China white, 

Physicians who have carefully investt- 
gated the matter believe that many in- 
stances of nervous debility, partial paraly- 
sis, and even insanity are caused by the 
habitual use of cosmetics containing lead. 
Many of the undiagnosed abdominal cramps 
in women*are no doubt due to lead poisoning 
from the war paint. Marked anemia with- 
out discoverable cause, in a young woman, 
should suggest the possibility of lead poison- 
ing from cosmetics used in the toilet. 

Chronic lead poisoning tn a typical case 
causes colic—severe cramps felt all over the 
abdomen, with intervals of dull, heavy pain 
between cramps: obstinate constipation: 
high blood pressure: slow heart = action; 
pallor. 

Typical chronic lead potsoning, however, 
is far less common than cases in which the 
actual condition is more likely to escape 
recognition. Other signs noted in chronic 
lead poisoning are a severe anemia or grea’ 
diminution in the number of red blood cor- 
puscles; a pecullfar blue line in the gums 
at the margin of the teeth, not removable by 
brushing; wriast-drop, a great weakness of 
the arm muscles which extend the hand on 
the forearm and rotate the forearm on tiie 
ar™. 
Other muscles than the arth muscles may 
develop lead palsy. Sometimes leg muscie-x 
are affected, producing a peculiar steppase 
gait. Muscles of the larynx occasional! 
become palsied, causing impairment or 
of voice and perhaps brassy cough. Now 
and then lead palsy attacks all four ex- 
tremities and muscles of the trunk as wel! 
There is usually pain in the legs or arms 
and joints with the onset of lead paralysi:.

To those who hung about France

MILK PRICE INCREASE 


That Teg J dairymén in Atlanta have 
materially increased their prices for 
sweet milk is the complaint made yes- 
terday to food administration officials. 
An unofficial investigation conducted 
on Wednesday developed the fact, it is 
stated, that sweet milk is selling in 
Atlanta at prices ranging from 15 to 
25 cents a quart, while in one instance, 
it is alleged that a dairyman admitted 
that on October 1 the price on this 
commodity was increased to 2714 cents 
per quart in cases where the patrons 
did not pay their bills prior to the 10th 
of the following month. 

Prices charged by individuals 
sell only to a@-limited number of cus- 
tomers range from 15 to 20 cents per 
quart, the investigation showed, while 
dairymen, in most cases charge from 
18 to 25 cents per quart for sweet milk. 
The 25-cent price is by nto means the 
prevailing figure, it is stated, and was 
ta few weeks ago.

10 points, but the market very soon 
firmed up on the'‘census report show- 
ing 8,719,915 bales ginned prior to Sep- 
tember 25 against 2,611,658 last year 
and 4,081,989 two years ago. 

Active months sold about 85 to 386 
points net higher before the end of the 
first hour with October touching 83.40 
and January 82.80. This bulge met 
increased hedge selling, however, and 
while the government's condition re- 
port had no immediate effect of conse- 
quence, offerings became heavy toward 
midday. 

The selling was accompanied by re- 
ports of an easier spot basis in the 
south, and there was a feeling around 
the ring that the increased crop indi- 
cation might have disappointed south- 
ern holders. 

Prices broke sharply with stop-loss 
orders until covered on the decline, 
which carried October off to 32.80 and 
January to $82.02, during the early 
afternoon, or 25 to 65 points net lower. 

The market was steadied at this level 
by trade buying and rallied later on 
covering which appeared to be influ- 
enced by the favorable war news. The 
government report placed the condition 
at 54.4 compared with 55.7 last month 
and the indicated crop at 11,818,000 
bales, compared with 11,137,000 the 
end-August indication, 12,047,000, the 
end-September indication of last year, 
and 11,637,000 at this time two years 
ago. 

Local traders had iadinted very lit- 
tle deterioriation for the month and 
consequently some increase in the crop 
estimate as compared with last month.

NERVOUS PRICE CHANGES 
. IN NEW ORLEANS COTTON 


New Orleans, La., October 2.—Bureau 
reports caused nervous price changes 
in cotton today, the market going both 
above and below yesterday’s last quo- 
tations. The net change for the ses- 
sion was an advance of 9 to 20 points. 
War news in the noon editions of the 
newspapers proved to be the deciding 
pine in the day’s trading. 

In the early session prices were 
higher chiefly because the total quan- 
tity of cotton ginned prior to Sep- 
tember 25 was smaller than expected, 
the figures of 3,719,915 bales being 
about a quarter of a million bales un- 
der bearish’ -anticipations. At the 
highest levels prices were 50 to 64 
points over yesterday’s close. The 
condition figures oo were re- 
garded rather favorably until the crop 
they indicated was posted, 11,818,000 
bales against 11,137,000 following the 
condition report of a month ago. Sell- 
ing gradually increased after this and 
prices fell off until they were 20 to 
23 points under yesterday’s close. In 
the afternoon the market steadied up 
again. 

The weekly crop and weather reports 
were considered bullish because the 
summary which went with them atated 
that crop.development had been un- 
satisfactory. 


Rather Untsatistactory 
Weather for Cotton, 
Says Weather Bulletin 


Washington, October 2.—“The weath- 
er during the week just closed con- 
tinued rather unsatisfactory for cot- 
ton in the southern states and the crop 
made but little advance in most locali- 
ties,” says The National Weather and 
Crop Bulletin issued today for the week 
ending yesterday. 

“The temperature during the week 
averaged considerably below the nor- 
mal generally and fairly heavy rains 
fell in many sections, particularly in 
the central portion of the belt and in 
Florida. 

“The low temperature caused unsat- 
isfactory development of the top crop 
in Oklahoma, and retarded the opening 
of bolls in some other northern locali- 
ties, while the rainfall interfered with 
picking in. Arkansas and Mississippi, 
and caused some damage to open cot~ 
ton in the letter state. 

“Cotton made fair to satisfactory 

rogress during the week in the Caro- 
Ran and Arkansas, while considerable 
young cotton is fruiting well in South 
Carolina, but will require a late fall 
to mature. It was too wet in most 
of Florida and weevil are destroying 
the top crop in that state, while little 
further growth has been made in Geor« 
gia, 

‘There has been no improvement in 
cotton in Texas, and little change is 
noted in the condition of the crop in 
Alabama and Tennessée. Cotton cone 
tinues in excellent condition in Arizo- 
na and California; picking is becoming 
general in the latter state. Picking 
and ginning are well along and gen- 
erally ahead of the average for the 
season, notwithstanding the labor 
shortage.”
